Whatever the Arab- Is- 
raeli war may have proven 
it seems to have demon- 
strated one thing conclu- 
sively. If you’re going to 
get into a war, the best 
course is to try to win 
it just as quickly as pos- 
sible and that necessarily 
involves the destruction of 
as much of the enemy’s 
manpower and equipment 
as is necessary to elim- 
inate his will and ability 


to fight.

what a high-trained, well- 
equipped, dedicated miti- 
tary force can do against 
vastly superior numbers, 
It has been estimated that 
total Arab armed forces 
casualties may run as high 
as 115,000, and if 20 to 
30 per cent of these are 
to be considered killed, 
the Arabs could number 
more than 30,000 dead. By 
contrast, Israeli forces re- 
port 679 dead and 2,563 
wounded. Twenty-six thou- 
sand square miles of Arab 
territory were captured in 
the six-day war, along with 


300 undamaged tanks and 


Medicare Facts 
Revealed 


QUESTION: My doctor 
does not accept assign- 
ments from any of hismed- 
icare patients. When I send 
in my claim form, should 
I just leave the physician’s 
report blank? 

ANSWER: No, ask your 
doctor to fill out the bot- 
tom half (Part II) of the 
form. This is the best 
way to give the medicare 
paying office the inform- 
ation it needs on what ser- 
vices you received and 
what the charges were. The 
Social Security Admin- 
istration is encouraging 
doctors, whether or not 
they accept assignment, to 
complete Part II of the 
claims form showing the 
date, place, and description 
of services; nature of your 
illness; charge for each 
service; and the phy- 
sician’s name and address, 
And many doctors are find- 
ing it convenient to do 
this even when they 
do not agree to assign- 
ment, 

If, however, your doc- 
tor chooses to provide you 
with an itemized, receipt- 
ed bill, each bill should 
include the following: your 
name and medicare claim 
number; the physician’s 
name; the date, place, and 
description of each ser- 
vice provided; the charge 
for each service; and a 
signed or initialed receipt 
entry (or separate re- 
ceipts) for the amounts paid

Egypt alone saw a bil- 
lion dollars worth of so- 
viet equipment, either cap- 
tured or go up in smoke, 
The Arab states turned out 
to be tragic pawns in a 
chess game they were Ill- 
prepared to play. Israel 
was set up to be pushed 
into the Mediterranean, and 
when Egypt closed the Gulf 
of Aqaba, the whole world 
settled down for the fam~ 
iliar pattern of stalemate 
and debate brought on by 
fear that any decisive 
counteraction military 
would enlarge into World 
War III. Israel had every- 
thing to lose by this pro- 
cess and didn’t wait for 
it to begin. She turned the 
chessboard upside down, 
accomplished what her na- 
tional interest required 
and picked up the pieces 
that were jolted out of the 
hands of the well-equipped 
and vastly more numerous 
but immensely less-dedi- 
cated and determined Arab 
forces. 

There may be a dis- 
turbing parallel betweer 
Russia’s experience in 
arming and encouraging the 
Arab states and the U, S, 
position in South VietNam. 
it doesn’t seem that any 
amount of equipment and 
prodding by a foreign pow- 
er can transform a loos- 
ely-knit group of people 
with a relatively ineffect- 
ive government organiza- 
tion into a stable modern 
nation with a _ sense of 
identity and unity of action 
born of a common pur- 
pose. 

In the Middle East, Rus- 
sia followed the familiar 
Kremlin pattern of stirr- 
ing the boiling pot of 
trouble by arming, moti- 
vating and agitating the 
Arab states into aggres- 
sive war against’ Israel. 
This technique has worked 
beautifully in Viet Nam, in 
Cuba and the Congo. Sim- 
ilar actions are stirring 
in South America, At least 
$2 billion worth of Russian 
military equipment went to 
just Syria, Algeria and 
Egypt over a ten-year per- 
iod. But when the trap 
was finally sprung, it fell 
to pieces in the face of 
decisive, no-holds-barred 
opposition, No matter 
where the territorial lines 
may now be drawn in the 
area, the Arab-Israeli war 
was a shocking setback for 
russia’s Middle East po- 
licy. 

One wonders what the 
story in Viet Nam would 
have been if years ago 


the United States had tak-§ 


en the bit in its teeth, 


when it decided to oppose 


communist infiltration of 
the South and gone all out 
to eliminate North Viet 
Nam’s ability to make war, 
Perhaps World War Ill, 
perhaps not-nobody knows, 
Now such a course would 
be vastly more dangerous, 
and the end of the Viet- 
namese war lies some- 
where over the horizon of 
the indeterminate future, 

The Middle East exper- 
ience suggests that if South 
Viet Nam is to become 


an effective force in its{ 


own right in stopping com~- 
munist aggression in 
Southeast Asia, U, S, mil- 
itary power and direction 
will have to be around 
for a very long time in- 
deed, Even if they had 
all the dedication and or- 
ganization of the Israelis, 
the 16 million South Viet- 
names would have their 
hands full in a sustained 
struggle against China’s 
800 million people.

Security Pays Off 


Does the average work- 
er get his money’s worth 
for his social security con- 
tributions? 

The answer is ‘‘Yes”’, 
according to Harry N, 
Scott, district manager for 
social security in Dothan, 
Young workers can be sure 
too, that the social secur- 
ity benefits payable tothem 
and their dependents in the 
future will be substantially 
increased by the time they 
qualify for payment. 

The social security pro- 
gram is financed is such 
a way that benefits can be 
more than kept up to date 
with rising prices--with- 
out an increase in contri- 
bution rates, Mr. Scott 
Said.

tributions over a 40-45 
year working  lifetime- 
~even if you count accum- 
ulated interest on those 
contributions, 

At the upper extreme- 
-the young man who starts 
work in 1973 or later, when 
the maximum contribution 
rate for old-age, sur- 
vivors, and disability in- 
surance goes into effect, 
and who has earnings at 
or above the maximum an- 
nual amount subject to the 
social security tax, will 
no more than just about 
pay for the value of his 
protection, 

People already at work,
